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PARIS, March 14^-The end 
of Jhe trial of Jack Ruby at 
Dallas, minutely reported by 
the French press, has not ban- 
ished the almost unanimous 
refusal to believe here that 
the assassination of President 
Kennedy was the isolated act 
of one man. 

French radio reporters in 
Dallas wound up their reports 
on the trial today with the 
opinion that an uneasy feeling 
remains that important ques- 
tions touching on Mr. Ken- 
nedy's murder were avoided 
by both sides. One that was 
cited was whether Lee Har- 
vey Oswald, the accused as- 
sassin, and Ruby had known 
each , other before Ruby shot 
Oswald to death. v ;v ;
